Claims 1, 4, 8, 12, 14, 31 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Brown et al. (J. Med. Chem. 1989, 32, 807-826). Brown et al disclose a 
compound 84 on page 812 having the following formula:

The above compound meets the structural limitations of claims 1 , 4, 8, 12 and 
31. Table VI also describes the compound as being in 10//M solution in water, which is 
a pharmaceutical^ acceptable vehicle (limitation of claims 14 and 37).
